INTRODUCTION 


The first edition of the Director of Libraries and 
Specialized Collections in Vigo County was published during 
National Library Week in April, 1968, and has proven.to 
be of sufficient value to the library profession and to 
the general public that an annual revision is planned. 


The Directory seeks to record accurately but .succinctly 
all of the library resources in Vigo County. Information 
on.each library or specialized Collection was obtained 
in each case from the person responsible for the library 
operation.  Respordents were asked to inoiude a statement, 
where appropriate. on tne types of services available to 
their users based on the following list: borrowing 
materials in person or by mail; using materials in the 
library; reference or information questions answered in 
person, by phone or by mail; preparation of bibliographies; 
and doing literature searches (reference service in depth 
on a specific subject). 


Most of the libraries listed serve a special clientele 
rather than the general public. A statement regarding 
use of the facility has been included where appropriate, 
with the exception of church and sehool libraries which are 
intended for the use of church members and students. 


It should be pointed out that school libraries perform 
vital services to the school's faculty in addition to those 
provided the students. Professional books and journals 
are usually part of the school library's collection, and 
the librarian works with teachers in curriculum planning 
and in the selection of library materials for study units. 
However, no school libraries reported having photocopy 
equipment, and 11 elementary schools are still functioning 
without a library. 


Although a particular library or specialized collection 
may be closed to the general public, this does not mean 
that its materials are inaccessible. Most libraries will 
allow persons showing justifiable cause to use the materials 
on the premises, or they will lend on interlibrary loan 
to the library which the person normally uses. The failure 
in Vigo County, as elsewhere, is not that the librarians 
have failed to provide the book, document or information 
requested but that the person who has need of the material 
has failed to make his need known. 


The recorded information and ideas that: make up 
the materials collections in these libraries take many 
forms; books, including hardback, hardpaper and paperback; 


magazines, newspapers, journals and other periodicals; 

8mm and 16mm motion picture films; filmstrips; 35mm slides; 
art prints and photographs; microforms, including micro- 
film, microfiche and microcards; disc and tape recordings; 
transparencies and other visuals; and.non-book printed 
material such as clippings, pamphlets, reports, newsletters, 
maps and music.scores. 


The Directory lists 85 libraries and specialized collections, 
and the aggregate of the materials and services offered 
represents a community resource that. Terre Haute and Vigo 
County residents may point out with justifiable pride. 
Although bocks as a: storage form for recorded information 
and ideas are no longer an exelusive type of library material, 
the fact that the number of books reported in the Directory 
totals 987,177 is indeed impressive. And when this 1s 
multiplied by the average cost of a book today--$8.17 for 
the hardback and 78¢ for the paperback in 1968--the mind is 
almost staggered at the value of our library collections.
